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Annual report cards 
from the state: 


Local nursing 
homes receive 
their grades 


TEWKSBURY — The state recently released its annual 
report cards on the 540 nursing homes across the state, with 
most in this area receiving passing grades. 

With more than 55,000 people in nursing homes across the 
state, the Division of Health Care Quality within the state 
Department of Public Health has been keep close tabs on 
the quality of care being offered. 

Each year the survey looks at five specific areas: admin- 
istration, nursing, resident rights, food services and enviro- 
ment. 

By and large, most of the nursing homes in this were at 
or above the state average. 

Officials noted grades were slightly toughened this year, 
with only about 15 percent receiving a perfect score of 132 
this year as opposed to 31 percent last year. 

Jean Pontikas, assistant director of the Division of Health 
Care Quality, noted the reason for the high scores is that the 
nusing homes need to reach a minimum standard to receive 
Medicare and Medicaid money. 

None of the nursing homes which did poorly on the sur- 
vey were in this area. 

The following is a list, by city and town, of how some of 
the local nursing homes were graded by the Division of 
Health Care Quality. The top score this year was 132. The 
average score was close to the top at 123. ;

Pop Warner dives into another season

New Wilmington Pop Warner 
President Scott Winn describes his 
position as a mix of administrator 
and customer service representa- 
tive. When the former Wilmington 
Little League President is not tend- 
ing to the mountains of paperwork 
that accompany the youth football 
and cheerleading chapter's daily 
operation, he's making the rounds 
at Robert Palmer Park on Glen 


Road, talking with parents, hear- 
ing and soothing concerns. 

It's Monday evening, around 
6:00, and August practices, which 
began on the 2nd, have kicked up 
again after a three-day weekend 
layoff. The hundreds of Pop Warner 
participants, ages 7 to 13, are 
grouped into teams - one each foot- 
ball and cheering for A through D, 
two each for E - and Winn, taking a 
moment to survey the expansive 
scene, likes what he sees. 


"There's not one cheerleading 
spot in the whole town,” he says, 
attributing that in part to the growth 
of the sport in the area and also to 
the great success of last year's A 
team, which advanced to the Pop 
Warner regionals in Connecticut 
and took fourth place. But Pop 
Warner popularity hasn't been lim- 
ited to cheerleading. 

"Up 'til 10 years old there's not 
a slot in town for either boys or 
girls," Winnsaid. "This is one of the 


biggest enrollments in the town's 
history.” 

For Wilmington, which Winn 
points out is a small town where 
soccer seems to be always increas- 
ing its already vast popularity, that 


speaks volumes. 

Winn has plenty of help in deal- 
ing with these numbers of partici- 
pants. In fact, he doesn't even deal 
directly with the players, cheer- 
leaders, or the coaches. Those 
tasks are left up to Rich Delucia, 
who's in charge of football, and 
Karen Clark, who directs the 
cheerleading. Any concerns from 
players or coaches go first through 
Delucia or Clark and then, if neces- 
sary, to Winn. 

This differs a little from his 
experience with Little League. 

"Little League as president is 
more of a hands-on thing," he says. 
"You've got your fingers into ev- 
erything.” 

Winn of course, still has plenty 
to do. Pop Warner recently insti- 
tuted a Little Scholars program, 
which dictates that all participants 
must be academically eligible to 
play, similar to high school sports. 


Thus, each player or cheerleader

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must present his or her last report 
card or be signed off by their school 
as eligible before being able to par- 
ticipate. Add to that responsibility 
for Winn the usual administrative 
tasks and paperwork and the regu- 
lar weigh-ins for players. 

He stops for a minute to ponder 
all this. 

"Pop Warner has gotten to be," 
he begins, then pauses, measuring 
his words before speaking again. 
"It's not as casual as it used to be . 
. . there's a lot of paperwork." 

Then there's the fundraising. 
To make ends-meet,; Wilmington 
Pop Warner raises funds in four 
ways. They have their annual ad 
book, a sticker drive, snack shack 
revenues, and registration fees. And 


so far they're doing fine. They even 
got $8,000 worth of brand new flood- 
lights installed at Palmer Park cour- 
tesy of Lightoiler and Sylvania. 

And still yet, there's the "cus- 
tomer service" stuff. The custom- 
ers of course are the parents. 

"You've got to make the people 
feel comfortable," Winn says. "This 
is an era where people are actually 
afraid of football a little bit . . . You 
really have to make these people 
feel like their kids are safe, as far as 
you can promise something like 
that.” 

With the start of school, four- 
night-a-week practices will be cut 
in half to two and soon thereafter 
the games will begin, played every 
Sunday at Palmer Park and on the 
road. The road is where Wilming- 
ton will be its first two weeks, tak- 
ing its contingent of players and 
cheerleaders first to Watertown on 
Sept. 12 and then to Wakefield the 
following week. The first home 
games are on Sept. 26.

D’Amelio hopes saving 
cans will help save lives

For George D’Amelio, collect- 
ing empty soda cans is not a way to 
make spare change. It’s a way to 
save his son’s life. 

The Wilmington Pop Warner E 
Blue head football coach, hopes 
that an idea of putting 9 yellow 
trash barrels on the newly renamed 
Robert Palmer football field (orthe 
Glen Road School), will raise a 
sufficient amount of money to ben- 
efit the Sunshine Camp of Casco 
Maine, a “wonderful retreat” for 
those families who need a hand in 
how to deal with a family member 
who has leukemia. 

“I can’t say enough about 
Wilmington Pop Warner,” said 
George. “They could easily have 
said no, that they wanted themoney 
to go back into their program and I 
certainly wouldn’t have hada prob- 
lem with that. But Scott Winn (the 
league president) wanted to help 
and wanted to give it a shot. It’s a 
good thing that the program is do- 
ing, it’s for a good cause and we 
should raise some good money.” 

D’Amelio’s youngest of three 
children, Nicholas now 5 years old, 
was diagnosed with Leukemia when 
he was just two. When George and 
his wife, Valerie and other kids 
George Jr. (who is on the Pop 
Warner D team) and Emily, first 
got news of Nicholas’ disease, they 
had a hard time dealing with it. 
And that’s when the Sunshine Camp 
came in, for a week out of every 
summer of the last three years as 
they have a major impact on the 
mental healing process, while 
Nicholas has fortunately gone 
through the physical healing pro- 
cess. 


“He's doing great,” said his fa- 
ther proudly. “No problems right 
now. It’s just the after affects we 
have to worry about. He went 
through the treatment for two years 
and it went pretty well. Now he’s 
doing great.” 

D’Amelio says that the Sunshine 
Camp is a wonderful retreat for 
families who need help dealing with 
their own pain. Hesaidthe camp is 
only open in the summer for those 
families who have a child who has 
had treatment in the last 6 months. 
At Point Sabago in Maine, a few 
weeks of the summer is donated to 
the Sunshine Camp where the en- 
tire place is shut down just for 
leukemia families. That's when 
kids go off all day and play and do 
kids like activities, while the par- 
ents stay and talk in group ses- 
sions, with counselors, or psycholo- 
gists. The parents also have their 
play time with many activities for 
them to do. 

“You meet a lot of new friends.”

said George. “You compare notes 
and stories with all of this people 
who are going through the same 
things you are. We were lucky, we 
went through hell, but a lot of fami- 
lies are going through much harder 
things then we did. It’s a lot of 
stress on a family, and this camp 
does such a wonderful job of talking 
all of that stress away. There’s no 
worries there at all.” 

D’Amelio said that the Sunshine 
Camp is moving to a multi-million 
dollar facility that will be open year 
round and that’s what the change 
from the empty soda cans will help 
go to. He said the new facility will 
feature housing, and pools and etc. 

“It’s so tough to get a baby-sitter 
when your child has leukemia. And 
this place has so many volunteers 
and doctors who are there for you,” 


said George. 

D’Ameliogot theidea of the trash 
barrels one day when he went to 
visit his father’s restaurant. He 


said he saw a ton of empty bottles 
that were going back to the dis- 
tributors, so that’s when George 
came up with the idea of turning the 
empty soda can into a nickel and 
giving it back to help others kids 
who suffer what his son has gone 
through. 


“Last year we got it OK’d by the’ 
town for the last two games and 
that was when no one knew about it 
and it was at the end of the season,” 
said George. “Now we have ban- 
ners being made, wehave brochures 
going out, donation forms and we'll 
also have a water gallon for people 
who want to put their spare change 
in. 


“In those two games last year 
there was about 20. or 30 dollars 
raised each game. We don’t have 
any goals for this year but we think 
we willbe able todoso much more.”

he fact is the new Mass- 

achusetts Enhanced Motor 

Vehicle Inspection and 
Maintenance (I/M) Program 
proposed by the state’s 
Executive Office of Environ- 
mental Affairs and mandated by 
the federal Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency (EPA) will start 
on October 1 whether the sta- 
tions are ready or not. 

Executive Office of Environ- 
mental Affairs spokesperson 
James Hunt said on Tuesday, 
“October 1 is the start date no 
matter what.” . 

According to Hunt, the state 
must go along with the federal 
program or lose millions in fed- 
eral road building money, 

He did not have the exact fig- 
ure at hand. 

However, Hunt said, “The 
highway funds vary from year 
to year. With the number of pro- 
jects going on, especially the 
Central Artery (Big Dig) that’s 
a pretty large amount of money 
(to lose).” 


In a March press release, 
from Massachusetts Environ- 
mental Affairs Secretary Bob 
Durand, announcing the pro- 
gram, it was stated, “The pro- 
gram is a comprehensive plan to 
reduce air pollution and its 
impact on the health of Massa- 
chusetts residents. The program 
achieves high environmental 
yield without the long lines, 
inconvenience and higher costs 
of the original federally mandat- 
ed inspection system adopted in 
other states.” 

Durand stated, “Emissions 
from cars, trucks and buses rep- 
resent more than 40 percent of 
all ground level ozone pollu- 
tants.” y

New England Service Station 
and Auto Repair Association 
(NESSARA) President Roger 
Montbleau said he has been 
meeting with the Registry, the 
EOEA and Keating Industries 
on a daily basis to make sure 
that all of the facts get out to his 
members as soon as they are 
available, 

“My understanding is October 
1 their will be a program, no 
matter what,” Montbleau said. 
“NESSARA is urging all of the 
locations that are going to par- 
ticipate to get the retrofit done 
as soon as possible.” 

According to Hunt, 1,200 sta- 
tions are needed to take care of 
80 percent of the inspections 
that are being done now. 

He noted that Keating has 
“frantically” been doing two 
things: one is installing equip- 
ment as fast as possible; and the 
other is to keep pace with new 
equipment orders. 


According to Montbleau, 
“Everyone i is racing to get the 
equipment on board and get 
their inspection stations retro- 
fitted.” 

According to the survey by 
Middlesex East, in many cases 
this will also involve adding a 
bay onto many of the service 
stations, One complaint of sever- 
al people not continuing to do 
inspections is that the equip- 
ment is too large and they would 
lose repair space. 

Montbleau noted that the 
details about how inspectors will 
be qualified is due out this week 
and then NESSARA will arrange 
to schedule the schooling that 
will be needed. 

“I believe there will be 
enough locations going to run 
the program,” Montbleau said. 

NESSARA Vice President 
Craig Van Batenburg is credited 
by the organization with leading 
the drive to bring the program 
up to the specifications where 
member service stations wanted 
to join. 

“The shop owners wanted to 
know the fees for the inspec- 
tions,” Van Batenburg said.

The problem at the start was, 
one of politics. The federal gov- 
ernment was mandating the pro- 
gram but the Cellucci adminis- 
tration was trying to keep the 
cost of it to the automobile own- 
ers down to a minimum. 

Governor A. Paul Cellucci 
attempted to keep the raise in 
price, from the existing $15 per- 
inspection, down to only $23 per- 
inspection. However, many of 
the station owners and NES- 

SARA balked at this. 

Van Batenburg said, “NES- 
SARA worked very hard to let 
the other shops in the state 
(aside from the about 300 that 
were going along with the deal) 
know how bad the deal was.” 

Van Batenburg noted that, 
although the budget was limited, 
the hard work of himself, 
Montbleau and Tom Porter, 
another NESSARA official, and 
a strong lobbyist led the state to 
change their minds on many 
pieces of the program beside the 
fee structure. 

As a result of the lobbying 
effort: 

-The fee was raised to $29 
per-year; 

-The stations will only pay 
$450 per-month service fee as 
opposed to a proposed $750; 

-Station owners who wish to 
opt out of the program can do so 
with a $1,200 buyout instead of 
having to go the full seven 
years; and 

-Fines for abuse of the pro- 
gram have been down-sized and 
placed on a system that takes 
into consideration the degree of 
the abuse. 

Not everybody is happy with 
the new system. In part 2 of this 
story Middlesex East will go 
into reasons why some station 
owners have opted to stop a 
sometimes lucrative inspection 
sticker business. We will also go 
into more detail of what the pro- 
gram will entail.

COMMEMORATIVE
